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COL. W. C. DAWSON, FORMER 
MISSOURIAN, DIES IN VIRGINI 


Retired Officer of U. S. Marine 
Corps Had Career of 26 Years 
In That Service. 

Col. William Charles Dawson. re- 
tired officer of the United States 
Marine Corps and a former resi- 
dent of Missouri, died vesterday at 
his home in Charlottesville. Va.. of 
an illness from which he had been, 
a sufferer for several years.
